sew York Can be Carried—Congressmen 
Pining for Adjournment—Other 
Gossip From the Capital. 
wasurnaton, October 15.—[Special.}—The 
government employes here are coming up 
gobly with their subscriptions to the deio- 
sratic campaign fund. Chairman Barnum 
yueceeded in impressing upon them that funds 
were necessary. Ife assured them that the re- 
publicans have a large fund which they intend 
to apply in the places where it will do the most 
ood during the last several days of the can- 
gass, and that the democratic committee must 
have money to counteract the effect of the 
fgnds at Chairman Quay’s disposal. They re- 
gjized this and have come forward splendidly 
already with their contributions. No one has 
been assessed, nor has any attempt been made 
to force any one to subscribe. They were just 
notified that money was needed, and they are 
pow subscribing it almost as fastasit can be 
received. 

It is understood here today that the republi- 
cans intend to concentrate al] their efforts 
upon New York; that they can afford to lose 
Indiana if they can carry New York, and 
every appliance of modern politics is to be used 
in the empire state to meet the heaviest charge 
that can be made in New York. 

Superintendent Horan, ef the national 
museum, left Washington yesterday for Au- 
gusta tosuperintend the placing of the gov- 
emment exhibits from that bureau at the 
national exposition, which opens in that city 
on the 8th of November.

ANXIOUS TO ADJOURN. 

When Colonel Oates, of Alabama, intro- 
duced his resolution this morning tor an ad- 
fournment of congress on Wednesday, there 
was much applause, coupled with cries of 
"Vote, vote, vote,’’ by the few members pres- 
ent. Every one entered into it, and 1t seemed 
evident from the press gallery that there was 
not @ member who opposed it. However, 
Colonel Oates deemed it advisable not to de- 
maud a vote until tomorrow. Before the ses- 
sion there had been an informal caucus on the 
adiournment question, attended by Senators 
Gorman, Harris, Hampton, Reagan, Morgan, 
Cockrel], and Representatives Mills, Turner, 
McMillin and Speaker Carlisle. They had, 
however, come to no conclusion, as Senator 
Morvan was bitterly opposed to adjournment 
at all. The others, while favoring adjourn- 
ment, thought it best to wait a 
day or two for developments, and 
hen consider the matter again. Colonel 
Oates could see nothing to be gained by wait- 
ing, and on his own responsibility introduced 
the resolution referred to above, This resolu- 
tion had the effect of practically uniting the 
house in favor of an adjournment, and then it 
was that the members of the ways and means 
committee went to the senate to confer with 
the democrats there. 

While they were in the chamber. Senator 
Brown received recognition by introducing a 
petition, and said that he saw no reason why 
congress Should remain in session, as it was 
pyident to every one that? no quorum was 
present and no business could be transacted. 
He then concluded by asking Senator Allison, 
the author of the tariff bill, if there was any 
possibility of passing it before election, and if 
not were the republicans in favor of adjourn- 
ment? 

Senator Allison replied that he saw no possi- 
ble cance of passing'the bill by the time indi- 
tated, and that his side of the chamber were 
realy and willing to adjourn. It was under- 
stood that such a statement as the above from 
Senator Allison would prattically settle the 
question of adjournment,but it seems that it has 
not, for Senator Morgan says ho is yet opposed 
toallowing the republicans to adjourn without 
taking action upon the tariff. He also says 
that other democrats of the senate are of the 
Fame Opinion, although the majority favor ad- 
‘ournment. Senator Morgan says he would 
net call “‘no quoruin’’ upon an adjournment 
resolution, but would vote against it, as he 
thinks it bad policy to adjourn at this time, or 
at any time, until the senate shall pass a tariff 
bill. Senator Morgan further says that he 
does not believe the house will pass the resolu- 
hen, 

Thus it will be seen that it is impossible to 
predict tonight, with any degree of certainty, 
asto when congress will adjourn. It might 
tdjourn this week. Certainly a very large 
Majority is in favor of an immediate adjourn- 
ment, but as one man in either house can pre- 
vent the will of the majority being carried out, 
Congress may continue in session, without a 
recess, until the fourth of next March. The

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SENATOR BROWN SPEAKS 


Congress Should Adjourn at Once. 

Wasnincron, October 15.—The attendance 
of senators today was larger than might have 
been anticipated, there being some thirty of 
them present when the journal was read. 

On motion of Mr, Hoar, the first Tuesday in 
December next was fixed for tho considera- 
tion of the Pacific railroad funding bill. 

Three vetoed pousion bills were laid before 
the senate. One was vetoed on the ground 
that the beneficiary having been a soldier’s 
Widow had remarried and had a husband now 
living ; another because the action of the peri- 
Bon bureau upon her application gives the 

heficiary a much larger sum than this 
APecial act, and a third because the soldier 
ipon whose servico thé claim originated died 
oa aaa not connected with the army 
Wat, Brown presented a petition of the 

ans Christian Temperance union of 
ai the repeal of the internal revenue 
oN addressed the sonate.

asingle objection. Thete was, therefore. he 
said, but one thing leftto be done, and that 
was toadjourn at the earliest day possible. 
The only reason why an adjournment had not 
taken place before this was that both parties 
were jealous of each other and were fearing 
lest the other should gain some advantage. 
There was no probability of enacting the tariff 
bill into a law at the present session. He saw 
no reason why an adjournment should not be 
agreed upon at onee. Two weeks had already 
been occupied by the tariff debate in the sen- 
ate and there was little left to be said. He 
did not believe that either party was making a 
single vote. by prolonging the debate. He 
asked Mr. Allison to state whether there was 
any possible chance of passing a tariff bill at 
the present session. 

Mr. Allison replied that he did not see a 
possibility of passing it in thesenate under the 
surrounding circumstances, and even if it were 
passed by the senate, it was impossible to have 
the amendment considered in the house before 
next December. The consideration of a tariff 
bill should take place in a full senate; but he 
did not believe that the senators would re- 
main in session during the next three weeks, 
nor did he believe they were called upon to do 
so, under the circumstances. Whether a 
recess should betaken and whether congress 
should come back after the election, and 
go on with the tariff bill was a question which 
ne would leave to the judgment of senators on 
both sides. It was his purpos# to pursue the 
tariff bill with whatever facility it could be 
pursued, until finally disposed of. He was 
willing to allow a selina time for general 
debate, and then he would ask the senate to 
discuss the bill, paragraph by paragrap, un- 
der the five or ten-minute rule. Whatever 
was done now, whether congréss adjourned to- 
morrow or next day, or the next week, the 
senate ought to have an understanding that 
on reassembling, whether in November 
or December, the tariff vill should be pursued, 
that it would get tothe house of representa- 
tives before the Christmas holidays. If he 
had his way, he should — it to the exclusion 
of all business. As tothe matter of adjourn- 
inent, he was willing to submit it to the judg- 
ment of the senate. 

The discussion of the adjournment resolution 
stopped here. The senate proceeded with the 
consideration of the tariff bill, and Mr. Vest 
took the floor to speak upon it. 

Mr. Teller obtained the floor, and the tariff 
bill went over till tomorrow. 

The senate adjourned.

AN ADJOURNMENT RESOLUTION 
Introduced in the House aud Referred—The 
Senate Tariff Bill. 


WASHINGTON, October 15.—Mr. Dougherty, 
of Florida, asked the unanimous consent of 
the house for the immediate consideration of 
the senate joint resolution relative to a confer- 
ence to be held to inguire into the methods for 
the suppression of yellow fever. 

Mr. E. B. Taylor, of Ohio, objected, and re- 
iterated his statement that no more legislation 
should be enacted this session. 

The speaker proceeded to call the states for 
the introduction of bills and resolutions. 

When Alabama was called Mr. Wheeler, of 
Alabuma, offered the following for reference: 

Wheréas, The senate ofthe United States has re- 
ported a bill to revise the tax laws, which bill is 
more oppressive to the masses of the seopleenl 
more in the interest of monopolists than any meas- 
ure ever proposed to any legislative body of which 
ie have a record; therefore, beiit 

R solved, That the democratic members of this 
house pledge themselves to continue their efforts to 
defend the people against this unequal, unjust and 
unwise levislation, which if enacted intoa low must 
inevitably check and limit thesale of American 
products in foreign countries, stimulate and 
strengthen the operations of combinations and 
trusts, and proiony. if nol perpetuate, the subjection 
of the people to the exactions of accumulated capl- 
tal; and the democratic members of. this congress 
will maintain the contest upon this floor until vic— 
toryis won, or the duties with which they have 
been charzed by the people lapse by constitutional 
limitation: and be it also 

R:solved, That the senate tariff bill should be 
discussed upon this floor, to the end that its features 
may be exposed and made known to the people. 

The reading of the resolution was interrupt- 
ed by Mr. Dingley, of Maine, with the remark 
that the resolution was not one contemplated 
by the rules, but was a caucus resolution, It 
was not aresolution which could be accepted 
by either house. 

The speaker replied that the gentleman from 
Alabama had regularly offered the resolution 
when his state was called. 

Mr. Dingley contended thatthe resolution 
might be a proper one for a caucus to adopt, 
but not for the house. 

Mr. Wheeier maintained thatthe second 
resolution was eminently proper for the house 
to adopt. 

The speaker said the chair had no control 
over the character of the resolutions offered, 
except tosee that they were respectful in 
tone. 

Mr. Farquhar, of New York, thought that, 
independent of bad sense and bad taste, the 
resolution was nota proper one forthe house 
to act upon. 

‘The spoaker suggested that the house could 
take such action on the resolution as it saw 
proper. It could lay on the table or refuse to 
receive or refer it. 

Mr. Wheeler demanded a further reading of 
the resolution, and notwithstanding Mr. 
Dingley’s protest that the house should not be 
compelled to listen to the caucus resolution, 
the reading was completed and the resolution 
referred to the committee on rules. 

Mr, Oates, of Alabama, introduced the fol- 
lowing: 

Whereas, The present session of congress has con- 
tinued longer than ai y ever held in the history of 
the government, 

Whereas, Much less than a quorum is presenftin 
the seuate or house of representatives, so that no 
legislation can be constitutionally enacted; and, 

‘W hereas, Thereis no probabiliily of a quorum 
being present in either house during the time when 
the present session may by law Continue; 

Resolved, That the president of the senate and 
the speaker of the Louse be authorized to close the 
present session by adjourning their respective 
houses on Wednesday, the 17th of October, at 12 m. 

Mr. Oates said that in view of the fact that 
there is no quorum in either branch of congress 
and no possibility of there being one, he 
thought that the resolufion for final adjourn- 
ment should be agreed to. Asthe committee 
on ways and means was likewise without a 
quorum, nothing would be gained by referring 
the resolution to that committee, but he was 
willing it should lie upon the table until to- 
morrow. 

In response to a question by Mr. Lanham, of 
Texas, the speaker stated that if the point 
were raised, a qnorum would be 
necessary to pass an adjournment resolution. 

Mr. Lanham then suggested that the resolu- 
tion offered by Mr. Oates in its preamble itself 
raised the point of no quorum and the speaker 
acquiescing in this opinion intimated that the 
resolution could not be passed inits present 
shape. 

Mr. E. B. Taylor—Let the gentleman strike 
out the preamble and let us pass the resolu- 
tion. .[Cries of ‘‘yvote,’’ **vote.’’ ] 

Mr. McMillin said that the house had been 
waiting to give the senate an opportunity to 
act upon the bill which the house had sent in 
for a reduction of taxation. If it became 
necessary for a quorum to be here for the pur- 
pose of reducing the taxation, there was no 
day upon which a quoram could not be ob- 
tained. 

Mr. Lanham inquired whether it had not 
been developed tothe satisfaction of the gen- 
bill would be assed this session, 

Mr. McMillin replie 
all that he knew upon tho subject. 
were reasons satisfactory to members of the 
ways and means committee why a resolution 
of adjournment should not be introduced to- 


ay. 

Mr. Oates then withdrew the preamble, and 
the resolution was laid over till tomorrow, Mr, 
Kilgore, of Texas, giving notice that he would 
demand a vote upon it at that time. 

Mr. Dougherty, of Florida, withdrew the 
point of no quorum raised by him several days 
ago upon a motion to table the motion to re- 
consider the vote by which the house passed 
the presidential count bill. 

The motion to table was then carried, thus 
clinching the passage of the bill.

BLAINE SPEAKS IN NEW, ALBANY, 


While Thurman Holds Forth in Shelbyville 
—Large and Enthusiastic Crowds 
Out to Hear the Orators. ‘ 


New Axrnany, Ind., October 15.—The in- 
clement weather interfered somewhat with 
the demonstration here today over the arrival 
of James G. Blaine. Toward noon the rain 
abated. Thousands of visitors from Louisville, 
Jeffersonville. Charleston, Madison, Corydon, 
and other neighboring towns tramped about 
the muddy streets. 

At 9 o’clock Blaine and General Hovey held 
a public reception at the Widsor hotel, around 
which several thousand people clamored. 
After shaking hands for an hour, Blaine 
thanked the assemblage for the cordial wel- 
come extended General Hovey and himself, 
and returned to ex-Congressman Culberson’s 
residence, where. he received many callers 
during the day. The street parade in the 
afternoon was‘declared to be the largest and 
most imposing demonstration in the history of 
the city. Mr. Blaine reviewed the parade 
from the balcony of Mr. Culberson’s residence. 

A mass mecting was held at the intersection 
of Eleventh and Market streets. Itis estimated 
that from ten to twelye thousand persons were 
present. In the course of his speech he re- 
turned to the charge that Havemeyer, presi- 
dent of the sugar trust, had appeared before 
the ways and means committee when the 
tariff bill was up, and had = se- 
cured an arrangoment by which six million 
of dollars were put into the pockets of that 
trust. He alsotook up Secretary Fairchild’s 
speech of Saturday in New York, and said 

hat, in his statements in regard to 
the deposit of government funds in 
national banks ' Fairchild does not 
frankly and manfully confront the issue. He 
does not state to the people how the banks 
could afford it. If it was an advantageous 
proceeding for these banks to _ invest 
$60,000,000 in Povernment bonds, why was it 
not still more advantages for the government 
todoit? [Cheers.] I press this question up- 
on Secretary Fairchild, for’ he has not an- 
swered why. Ifthe banks could make two to 
twoand one-half cents upon the purchase 
of United States fours, the treasury depart- 
ment could not make as much, [cheers.] 
when, by doing what the banks have done, 
he could have wiped out sixty millions of the 
publicdebt. [Cheers,] I press this question, not 
only because it is an important question 
but it is a question asked by one of Secretary 
Fairchild’s most distinguished predecessors, 
who was in the treasury during the adminis- 
tration of President Pierce. Secretary Guth- 
rie applied the surplus to the payment of the 
American war debt and the same was repealed 
the first six months of President Buchanan’s 
administration bySecretary Howell Cobb,wheu 
the premium went as high as fourteen per cent 
for the bonds. Secretary Guthrie was 
criticised for paying ay premium 
for these ‘bonds, and he asked the 
very question I repeat to Mr. Fairchild. He was 
asked why these government ds were not 
worth as much to the treasury departunent_ as 
to any purchaser in Wallstreet Lapplansey: 
and that is the question I ask Mr. Fairchild 
ioday, in the name of Secretary Guthrie, for 
he was one of the ablest financiers who has ad- 
ministered the treasury depeartinent. I repeat 
now, that if a republican secretary of the treas- 
ury had loaned sixty millions to pet banks 
all over the country without interest, the dem- 
ocratic party, if they controlled the house of 
representatives,would have moved to impeach 
him;and I believe it. [Cries of that’s so.] 
do not say the republicans would so treat Sec- 
retary Fairchild had they control of the house, 
because the republicans are not fond of violent 
methods, but are accustomed to ways of peace, 
preceeding with caution and moderation in 
yublic affairs. They don’t want to {impeach 
1im before the senate, but they impeach him 
before the high court of the people tor having 
done that which was plainly against the 
public interest, and for having failed to re- 
spond to the precedent set by former secre- 
taries of the treasury; in faithfully and con- 
stantly applying the surplus to the reduction 
of the public debt. 

Mr. Blaine concluded with some reference 
to the tariff and its relation to the industries 
in the vicinity of New Albany. There wasa 
torch light paradé in the evening. 

Mr. Blaine and his party leave for Lafayette 
tomorrow morning. He speaks at Tippecanoe 
battle ground Wednesday afternoon.

SHELBYVILLE, Ind., October 15.—Ten cars, 
with Colonel Brice in a private car carrying 
Judge Thurman and party, left Cincinnati on 
the Big Four, at 8:50 this morning,for the big 
democratic barbecue. The extra cars on 
the train were occupied by 200 members 
of the Duckworth clInb, 150 of the Thurman 
club of fCincinnati, fifty more from the Thur- 
man clubof Columbus, all nicely uniformed, 
besides a large number who did not go in the 
delegation. Judge Thurman was taken to the 
depot by the Cincinnati escort committee, and 
the crowd there gave him a hearty send-off as 
he walked to Shis car. ‘The first car of the 
train was literally covered with banners 
and bandanas, while enthusiastic democrats 
were one and all provided with bandanas 
and lungs. As the train pulled slowly through 
the yards, the railroad men cheered heartily, 
while many an engine whistle kept time with 
the lively tooting, the Ohio and Mississippi 
engineer, taking the premium by attempting a 
tune. Outside the city people stood beside 
the track and waved and cheered as the train 
sped by. TheCincinnati escort consisted of 
Dr. J. W. Prendergast Graves, while 
the judge’s immediate party consisted 
of himself, son, Allen Thurman, Dr. Fred 
Schwarz and Squire Matt Martin, of Colum- 
bus, Chairman ‘Townsend and the press 
representatives. At Greensburg several hun- 
dred people were in awaiting, impatiently 
calling ior Judge Thurman, whose appearance 
at the rear platform was greeted with cheers. 
He was introduced as the ‘next vice-presi- 
dent.’”’ He said: ‘If you democrats of Indi- 
ana do your duty and give us this state 
we may turn out to be the winning party.” 
The train started with the last 
word, and the crowd gave the judge a partin 
cheer. Other towns gave hearty cheers, fa 
Shelbyville stirred air with tremendous cheers 
the crowd being away upinthe thousands. 
The day was gloomy and drizzling, but that 
seemed to have little effect on the size of the 
throng who crowded through the mud to see 
Judge Thurman as he wasdriven up town, 
escorted by the local and visiting clubs. 

Judge Thurman was driven to the home 
of John O. Boggs, where he reviewed 
the visiting clubs from all ofthis part of the 
state, ee formed a procession over @& mile 
long. Bandanas were carried by all, and ban- 
ners with party mottoes and campaign 
issues were tersely stated in some way, while 
wazons with ladies and girls, and laboring ex- 
hibits aided to the variety of the procession. 
Bandana parasols, carried by several clubs, 
served to protect them somewhat from the 
drizzling rain, and madea handsome appear- 
ance as well. Atthe fair groundsthree stands 
had been erected, from which all prominent 
speakers held forth, among them being Sena- 
tor Voorhees, General Black, Governor Gray 
and others. Conservative estimates as to the 
size of the crowd placed it at from 3,000 to 
4,000 persons. ; 

Among other things, Thurman said there 
never was a president who took his 
seat under as trying circumstances as 
Cleveland did on the 4th of March, 1885.

A Conflict Between the New Men and the 
Street Car Strikers. 

Cricaao, October 15.—Notwithstanding the 
settlement of the street car strike, a rather 
serious conflict occurred this morning about 
three blocks from Garfield avenue barns, be- 
tween a mob of strikers and new men, who 
were running out cars. The first car was run 
out and proceeded on its way without event. 
Next six cars were then run out and had pro- 
ceeded to Center street, when a mob rushed 
from an alley near by and made a savage 
assault upon the new drivers and conductors. 
Stones and missiles were hurled through tho 
air, and several of the mob pounded the men 
and endeavored to drag them off the cars. A 
hand to hand struggle then ensued. Capiain 
Schaack was notified of the trouble, and with 
twenty-five men at once started for the scene. 
The.mob, which had evidently vented its 
spite, ran away when the police appeared. 
Several of the conductors and drivers. were 
hurt pretty severely. The new men say they 
recognized the men in the mob as strikers. 
The trouble arose through the fact that the 
new men retained were concentrated at Gar- 
field avenue barns, and were the only men 
running cars from that point.

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An Attempt Made to Appease 
Their Wrath. 


THE SITUATION IN FERNANDINA 


Eucien Adkins as a Fake—The Libation 
Cure a Failure— The Reports From 
the Dead and the Sick. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., October 15.—[Special. ] 
The sensational resignations of the volunteer 
corps of visiting physicians, and their subse- 
quent withdrawal of them pending some ex- 
planatory action by the board of health, came 
up for discussion in the executive committee 
meeting this morning, 

President MeQuaid addressed the commit- 
tee, stating it as his belief that the attitude of 
the press toward the visiting physicians was 
one of due recognition of their self-sacrificing 
and valuable services, but that items some- 
times crept into the columns of the newspa- 
pers which sere calculated te offset this im- 
pression. With regard to the communication 
in the Metropolis, President McQuaid did not 
think that it could be construed into an ex- 
pression of public sentiment here in Jackson- 
ville, and hoped the visiting physicians would 
so understand it. 

Mr. P, E. McMurray offered a resolution 
that a conference committee meet the board of 
health and take steps to secure some repara- 
tion from the newspaper publishing the com- 
munication. This was adopted and supse- 
quently the editor of the Metropolis and the 
resident correspondent of a New York paper, 
were invited before the conference. The edi- 
tor was asked to give the name of the party 
who wrote the communication. This he re- 
fused to do. That settled it. The special 
correspondent was asked to make some expla- 
nation of a paragraph which had appeared in 
his paper under a Jacksonville date. His re- 
ply was: 

“The paragraph is there. 
anything further about it.” 

This ended the pressure on the press. What 
report the conference will make tomorrow is 
not yet known, but it is the general sentiment 
that the fancied wrongs of a few thin-skinned 
physicians are of a too trivial matter for dis- 
cussion, either by the executive committee or 
the board of health. 

THE LOCAL ASSEMBLIES 
Of the Knights of Labor today passed resolu- 
tions asking the general master workman to 
withdraw his appeal for aid from the labor 
organizations of the country, inasmuch as 
there is a large fund here for general relief, 
and the poor working men of the United 
States can will afford to contribute from their 
hard earned wages to the support of their 
brothers here. The resolutions also request 
that the day wages of laborers at present em- 
ployed on public works be raised, as at present 
they are too low for the support of men with 


families.

THE SITUATION IN FERNANDINA. 

Bishop Weed returned from his mission to 
Fernandina today. He reports that there is 
not much yellow fever there, but that the 
business of the town is paralyzed and much 
suffering is likely to ensue. The officials 
there estimate that there are at 
least 3,000 people in need of immediate 
relief. Ofthese about nine hundred are idle 
stevedores, ordinarily employed in loading 
lumber vessels. a are quiet up to the 
present time, but likely to cause serious 
trouble unless they speedily get about what 
they want. They are the same men who en- 
gaged in the strike last July, when the govy- 
ernor of the state found it necessary to order 
out three companies of militia in order to 
check an incipient riot. They are organized, 
and are very ugly customers to deal with when 
they want to carrya point. So many of the 
inhabitants have fled that they could run over 
the town roughshod were they so disposed. 

The finance committee today ent $5,000 tos 
the Howard association for immediate we. It 
is estimated that at least $20,000 more will be 
needed to supply the wants of the island city 
until the advent of frost, the return of the 
refugees and the restoration of business to its 
normal condition. 

QUARANTINE AGAINST CUBA. 

A prominent South Florida newspaper says 
in its last issue: 

We ure strongly infayor of the policy of non- 
intercourse with Cuba from May to November by 
an ironclad quarantine. No advantages that can 

ibly come to us are to be weighed against the 
iability we incur of bringing in yellow fever. Let 
this sentiment be echoed by the state press in the 
most emphatic language till it becomes resistless,’’ 

This question is likely to become a promi- 
nent one in Florida affairs before the inauzu- 
ration of the winter steamship service and 
travel between our gulf ports and Havana. 

WHO IS HE? 

All along through the cities of Georgia the 
newspapers contain mention ofa Mr. Lucien 
M. Adkins, who is said to be on his way back 
to Louisville from Florida, where he had been 
writing up the situation in Jacksonville. He 
is unknown here, either by any of the corres- 

ondents or any of the telegraph officials. An 
mpression preyails from some of the state- 
ments in his published interviews that he has 
never been inside the city. The Birmingham 
Age says: Lucien M, Adkins, correspondent 
of the Courier-Journal, who has been in Jack- 
sonville, Fla., less than ten days ago, ‘“‘mon- 
keying around with the fever microbe, was in 
the city last night, What kind of a twenty- 
day quarantine do you call that? The officer 
who allowed Adkins to come in should be 
given the grand bounce,” 

This settles it. Adkins hasn’t been within 
fifty miles of a microbe,or he never would have 
passed safely through an Alabama quarantine.

the exclusion bill, would have been entitled-te 
re-enter this country under the claim of be 
“prior residenis.’’ About six hundred Chinese 
have arrived in this port since the approval of 
the exclusion act, and about seven hundred 
others are now on their way from China. 

The decision of the court, which is vory 
long, declared that the language of the act is 
clear and capable of bearing but one construc- 
tion. lt begins to operate from the moment 
it was approved by the president, and though 
the petitioners in these cases were upon the 
high seas at the time the act was 
approved, it, nevertheless, operates 
upon them. The court further 
decisres there is no specific contract between 
the United States government and individual 
Chigese laborers by which the latter should 
be entitled to return to this country after once 
departing from it. A return certificate is not 
a contract, but only an instrument of evidence 
to establish the identity of the party already 
entitled to certain privileges under compact 
between the United States and the Chinese 
governments, between two government 
treaties, like other laws that confer rights and 
privileges, as longas they are in force, and 
the court declares that the right of congress te 
legislate in a manner to control and repeal 
the stipulations of treaties has been clearly 
recognized. 

NIAGARA Farts, October 15.—The four 
Chinamen continue to be the wards of the 
Grand Trunk railway, sleeping on the floor in 

eneral waiting room of the station. They 

ave written and received several letters since 
their arrival here a week ago. The Grand 
Trunk authorities have done everything in 
their power to get them across the frontier and 
to their destination, even communicating with 
the authorites at Washington.

M. Floquet, in his speech on introducing the ." 
ex- 


bill for the revision of the constitution, 
pressed the belief that the nation desired that 
the constitution be revised. The republic, he 
said, would remain. Its existence was beyond 
discussion since it was the issue of universal 
suffrage. Monarchism excluded any system 
of government elected by suffrage. [Pre- 
tests from the right.] Floquet dociared 
that it was not proposed by co bmg the con- 
stitution to destroy republican institutions, 
but to improve them. The revision was] rather 
aimed against royalists plots and plots for the 
creation of a dictator. Piequet ded that the 
bill proposed to grant the ministers a legal 
period during which they should rémain ip 
power. The ministers would thus be less prée 
occupied with the votes of the chambers. 
At the same time the chambers would 
always possess the right toimpeach the min- 
isters. In concluding, he said he was con- 
vinced that an agreement would be obtained 
for the proposal from republicans of every 
shade. He moved that the bill be referred to 
committee. 

Andrieu demanded urgency, and moved that 
the bill be referred to a special committee.

A Terrible Assault—Bound Over—Police In- 
vestigation—Shoe Robbery. 

Macon, Ga., October 15.—[Special.]—Some 
new developments are promised very soon In 
the mule poisoning case of the Macon Street 
tailroad company. It is said that evidence is 
accumulating that will surely convict a certain 
party, and that his arrest will follow just so 
goon as the testimony is all collected. 

The two negroes, Hartwell Thorne and 
Mitchell Austin, who attacked Mr, William 
Smith, in Coleton county, South Carolina, 
have not been arrested since being released on 
the habeas corpus. It is thought they have 
eertainly gone down the Brunswick railway. 
Today, Messrs. A. M. Jones and A. R. Smith, 
of Coleton, arrived in Macon, looking for the 
negroes. Mr. Smith is the brother of the gen- 
tle man who was assaulted, and has been una- 
ble to speak since receiving the lick on the 
head witha heayy stick tendaysago. His 
condition is very critical. 

The lady on whom the negro Bill Johnson 
committed an assalt and for which crime he 
was lynched near Cochran, was formerly a 
Miss Mims, of Bibb county, granddaughter of 
a well known resident after whom ‘‘Mims 
erossing’* on the Atlanta road, near- Macon 
was named. She was also a niece of the late 
Mrs. Abner Lockett, of Bibb county. United 
States Deputy Marshal Roley, of Macon, saw 
the lynched negro, and he brought with him 
to Macon this morning a piece of the rope and 
limb used in the lynching. 

Clark Hendrick, colore€, charged with 
assault with intent to murder his uncle As- 
bury Lassare, was brought before Justice Poe 
this morning for a preliminary hearing, but 
his attorney, Mr. 8. A.. Reid, moved prelin- 
inary trialand demanded indictment by the 
grand jury. He was bound over in the sum of 
three hundred dollars which he was made to 
give, and he was returned to jail to await the 
action of the jury next month. 

Saturday night some thief robbed the shoe 
shop of John Felder, colored, of seven or eight 
pair of shoes and other articles. There were 
several brand new pairs of shoes in the stoicn 
lot, and the other pairs had been repaired and 
were waiting the call of customers. This 
morning, while elder was sitting in his shop 
musing over his loss, in walked a colored 
youth, Lonzo Jolinson, wearing a pair of the 
stolen shoes which Felder instantly recog- 
nized and demanded where he got them. 
Johnson said he bought the shoes from a negro 
boy. Johnson was iIntrusted to the care of an 
officer to find the boy from whom he purchased 
the shoes. He has been om a lively tramp 
throughout the city hunting for the party, but 
at this writing has not found him.

JESUP. 


Lewis Edwards, Who Killed Mr. Robert T. 
Smith, Over Two Years Ago, Shot Down 
in Jail by Masked Men—Other News. 

Jesup, Ga., October 15.—[Special.]—The 
first case upon record for this county was tried 
before Judge Lynch this morning at3 o’clock. 

It will be remembered that in January, 1886, 

Robert J. Smith, proprietor of the Sunnyside 

house, in this place, was shot and instantly 

killed by Lewis Edwards, a negro, and a por- 

ter of the Commercial house. He made a 

narrow escape from lynch law at that time. 

He was tried at the March term of the supe- 

rior court the following year and was convicted 

of murder, with a recommendation for mercy 
of the court, and was 

SENTENCED TO A LIFE TERM 
in the penitentiary. His attorney, E. D. Gra- 
ham, procured a new trial, and he was to have 
been put upon trial again this term of the 
court, which convened this morning. Sheriff 

Roberson arrived here with him at 11 o’clock 

p- m., over the East Tennessee, Virginia and 

Georgia from Greston, and placed him in jail. 

The jail being insecure, he placed guards 

around it, and at about 3 o’clock the guards 

were suddenly covered with revolvers in the 
hands of a body of masked men, who over- 
powered them and took the jail keys from the 
guards, and while some of the crowd kept the 
guards covered with their pistols, others en- 
tered the prisoner’s cell and shot

Messenger Morris is a candidate for re-elec- 
sion, and knowing that Mr. Moran holds over 
anti! tue next ballotting day that demand was 
obeyed with alacrity. be paper was handed 
to the clerk.

“Now,” said Mr. Moran, when the clerk had 
finished the reading, ‘‘I:move the adoption of 
the ordinance, and in doing so I desire to be 
heard. That ordinance makes registration 
easy for everybody. Heretofore we have had 
about two central places for registration and 
the laboring men can’t go tothem. Neither 
can the mechanics leose the time necessary to 
gotothe books and register. The plan sug- 
gegied in that ordinance is a little more ex- 
pensive than the present one, but it gives the 
people better facilities and we are here to do 
that for those werepresent. We must givo 
the workingman achance. Now, I move that 
tho ordinance be taken up section by section.”’ 

Mr. Mecaslin is a member of the ordinance 
committee, and his name was attached to the 
ordinance. He arose saying: 

“T signed that ordinance, butI did so with- 
out reading it. Since hearing it read, I have 
changed my mind.”’ 

“T would suggest,’’ said Mr. Haas, ‘‘that the 
ordinance be amended so as to permit voters 
to register in any ward as wellas at the cen- 
tral places in his own ward.”’ 

“I cannot understand what this mean,” said 
Mr. Collier. 

Then holding up the city ordinance, the 
senior alderman, who was a few months ago a 
prominent probability in the coming mayor- 
alty race, said: 

“These laws provide for two central@points 
of registration, and they have ulways given 
Batisiaction. They have prevented fraud, but 
the scheme Mr. Moran suggests will only in- 
duce fraud.

What will prevent him from 
registering in the second ward? and then why 
not at one or both of the central points? It 
doesn’t look like purity of ballot at all, but 
the opposite. It will make confusion, any- 
how. Sofar there has been no complaint 
with the present law. I therefore move its 
reference to a committec.”’ 

Mr. Haas arose with a smile peculiar to a 
bank cashier who had chased an embezzler 
through Canada and said:

The committee on lights presented the sec- 
ond act in the legislative drama. Mr, Wood- 
ward, chairman of the committee, arose. He 
parted his side whiskers, which are supposed 
to be an imitation of Mr. Hemphill’s. 

“At the last meeting of the general coupcil,”’ 
said the gentleman from the third, “‘a resolu- 
tion about clectric lights was referred to this 
committee and the finance committee. The 
resolution owas that the number of 
electric are lights be increased to one hun- 
dred and fifty and that the forty-nine extra 
new lights be placed as follows:

“When that matter was reported here at the 
last meeting of this body, I moved.a reference 
to the committees on gas and finance in order 
to find out what they wanted to do.

As I understand 
it, there are nine thousand dollars left to the 
street lighting fund. Everybody, I believe, is 
satisfied with the light we now have. I don’t 
know that the new light is very much, if any, 
better than the present system. On Saturday 
night this part of the city, where the electric 
lights are located, wasin darkness. The city 
can, I think, make money by inviting 
competition. Now,the committee proposes to 
put up lights of thirty candle power, which 
cost about $2.00 each. That will not give bet- 
ter light than asix feotof an hour for $1.50, 
I thought it my duty to let the council know

The report of the committee was adopted.

The paper was: 

ATLANTA, Ga,, October 1.—Hon. James G. Wood- 
ward, Chairman Committee on Lamps and Gas, of 
City Council ot Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: If the city 
of Atlanta will increase the number of are lights to 
150 and enter into contract for 500 lights of what is 
known as the Thomson-Houston street system, of 
twonty-five caudle-power each, for at least three 
years, thiscompany will furnish said 5°0 lights 
every night for the sum of $24. yearjper I'ght, or it 
will furnish 400 at $25 a year per light. The lights 
to be located under direction of city, and when 
placed to remain in position during term of con- 
tract. Allattention, repairs, etc., to be borne by 
this company. 

This company will further agree, if said contract 
is made, not to advance the re to the city at ex- 
piration of contract, but ifat that time, the price 
can reasonably be lowered, this company will do so. 

If said contract is made, thiscompany will keep 
duplicate parts of machinery, to avoid possibility of 
not having light by reason of any accident to 
engines or boilers.

Mr. Howell introduced a resolution to have 
Edgewood avenue, between Pryor street and 
Jalhoun, worked, and to have the commis- 
sioner of public work make contracts with par- 
ties between Calhoun street and the Richmond 
and Danville railroad to do the work and look 
to the next council for the money. 

“T should like to know,” said Mr. Wood- 
ward, ‘‘when this Foster strect or Edgewood 
avenue istoend.

: Genuine Civil Service Reform. 
Our republican contemporaries have a 
mistaken idea of the intentions of the civil 
service laws. 

They seem to be of the opinion that they 
were adopted to especially retain those re- 

_ publicans in office, who, in the natural or- 
der of things, would be expected to vacate 
for ademocratic administration. 

As President Cleveland has taken upon 
himself the pleasant duty of awarding some 
of the governmental plums to those who 

helped to elect him, the republican press 1s 
greatly distressed at the idea that civil ser- 
vice reform is receiving a very cold shoulder 
from the democratic administration. No 
douvt some of our esteemed republican con- 
temporaries believe that these laws should 
operate to retain the rascals in oftice, but 
President Cleveland went to work turning 

them out. We are not surprised, therefore, 
when such a staunch republican organ 4s 
the Philadelphia Press takes the president 
to task for his alleged disregard for the civil 
service laws, in commenting on which it 
pays: 

President Cleveland has put to party uses the gen- 
eral civil service of the country asit has not been 
in our history in peace. But this is not protected 
by law. It had cMm'y the protection of Grover 
Cleveland’s personal pledge. Into this side of the 
ease the report of the senate committee does not 
enteratlength. It deals chiefly with the violations 
of law in the classified civil service. This ought to 
be as free from party demands as the army or navy. 
it has not been. As the report shows, and asall the 
world knows, in this city, in Baltimore, Indianapo- 
lisand New York, wholesale removals in the ser- 
sice have been followed by partisan appointments 
and the constant and habitual use of the service in 
politics. Assessments have been universal, and in 
ithe service at large there has been no limit to the 
party employmentof oilice but in the number of 
places. The public service has suffered and the 
public morals have been debauched by such fa- 
miliarity with changes in federal office es none but 
those with memories going back before the war 


bave ever seen. 
These are facts. No one denies them. 


The above commends itself to the public 
as the ablest campaign lie.of the scason, 
and it is so absolutely false that it does not 
merit reply. ‘The best evidence of the un- 
truthfulness of the whole tirade is in the 
fact that the great mugwump vote of 
the north which deserted the republican 
party because of its open and willful course 
in perverting the departments of the gov- 
ernment to party uses, is now supporting 
Cleveland as earnestly as it did four years 
REO. 

If there was any truth whatever in the 
above comment of the Press the mugwumps 
would stultify themselves in supporting 
Cleveland for re-election. As it is, such 
able papers as Ilarper’s Weekly, the New 
York Evening Post, the New York Times, 
and nuinerous others, heretofore republican, 
are found in the very front of the demo- 
eratic ranks in this campaign.

England and Her Enemies. 

The publication of the Emperor Fred- 
erick’s diary has caused a general uneasi- 
ness throughout England. 

Louis Napoleon never had the confidence 
of the English people, but it staggers them 
to read in cold typedhe statement that after 
the disaster at Sedan he cooly proposed that 
the French and German armies should unite, 
and by the conquest of England recover the 
losses of the war. This proposition appears 
in Frederick’s diary without a word to show 
Bhat the crown prince, son-in-law of Eng- 
land’s queen, regarded it with horror, 

In commenting upon the matter contained 
in this royal diary, the London Times ad- 
mits that England is detested by the other 
powers, and the Spectator says that the 
United States is probably the only country 
tin the world which would not view with in- 
difference, if not with positive delight, the 
invasion of England, and disruption of the 
British empire. 

The publication of this little volume has 
set Englishmen to thinking. It, has put 
them on guard and notified them that they 
are friendiess among the nations of the 
tarth. So England’s statesmen are ponder- 
tug the situation very seriously. The Irish 
must be kept. down, and the swarming mil- 
lions in India must be kept in a good hnu- 
amor. ‘The possibility of a sudden invasion 
miust be borne in mind, and in order to be 
prepared for emergencies the army and 
Navy must be placed upon a stronger foot- 
ing. 

Frederick's little note book has scared 
England out of her wits. Already she is 
making up her military and naval esti- 
mates. She isdetermined not to be caught 
napping. This policy may be sufficient for 
the present, but what of the future? 
When LEngland’s enemies, at home or 
abroad, get ready to settle old scores, will 
the empire*be able to survive the shock?

Cotton or June Bagging. 

The fact that a great many of the farmers 
have been compelled to use jute bagging in 
order to meet their obligations promptly 
ought not to prevent them from continuing 
their war on the bagging trust. 

Under the circumstances, the fact that 
they have used the jute bagging rather than 
embarrass their creditors is creditable alike 
to their policy and their desires. To have 
held back their cotton would have resulted 
in paralyzing in ameasure the commerce of 
the south, and this would have injured the 
farmer quite as muchas anybody else. As 
matters stand, the bagging trust is weaker 
than it has ever been, and if the farmers 
will continue to boycott it, regulating their 
attitude by the actual necessities of the oc- 
casion, they will not only break it com- 
pletely down, but will be the means of in- 
troducing a new industry in the south—an 
industry that will materially increase the 
demand for the sonthern staple. 

There is not now, and never has been, 
any reason why southern cotton should be 


wrapped in bagging made out of a foreign 


article, and there is no reason whatever why 
the immense sum of money that is annually 
paid out for jute bagging should go out of 
the country. There may be some sort of 
lame excuse for buying our mules, horses 
and plantation supplies from the west, but 
the purchase of jute bagging is wickedly 
foolish. There is no excuse for it. 
There is net a cotton-or a yarn 
mill in the south that cannot make a better 
covering for the crgp than is to be found in 
the jute bagging of commerce. 

tisa wild and reckless policy that in- 
vites the southern planter to cover his crop 
with the product of an article grown in 
India, and no reasonable argument can be 
oficred in favor of it. The cotton crop 
ought to furnish its own covering, and it 
wili if the farmers persist in the policy 
which they have mapped out for tliemselves, 

Staniey’s Probable Fate. 

The American Geographical society in 
the latest issue of its oflicial bulletin has a 
very gloomy editorial on the fate of Stanley, 
the African explorer, 

A disappearance for fifteen montlis is not 
enough to raise an unfavorable presumption 
in the case of an explorer who is marching 
through the wilds of Africa, but when the 
fact is considered that his safety depends 
entirely upon the good faith of Tippoo Tib 
and his friends, it must be confessed that 
the outlook is serious. It will not do to 
take it for granted that Tippoo Tib will carry 
out his promises. He igs an Arab slave 
trader, and he and his friends ar@ well 
aware that the coming of the white race 
will result in the suppression of their traffic. 
Even if Tippoo remains friendly other hos- 
tile Arabs may have conspired against 
Stanley. 

African travelers who have been con- 
sulted are of the uvpinion that there is little 
danger from the negroes. Time and again 
they have permitted one or two white men 
to travel thousands of miles among them 
without molestation. This is accounted for 
by the African belief that a white man isa 
spirit, and thatit is wicked as well as dan- 
gerous to harm him. But this superstition 
cannot last forever. Sooner or later thé 
negroes Will find out. that the whites are 
human beings, and then there will be 
trouble, 

Stanley’s situation, then, may be summned 
up as follows: He has been lost to sight 
lifieen months among savages and wild 
beasts. His fate resis in the handsofa 
man whose interest it is to put him out of 
the way. He has enraged powerful tribes 
by marching through their territory and 
helping himself to supplies. In view of all 
these things is it likely that he is still alive? 
The odds seem to be against such a sup- 
position,

A few days ago about thirty gentlemen held 
3 mecting to consider city politics and decided 
to cali together a larger meeting, Last night 
was the time set, Cards were sent to 200 or 
250 people, inviting them to be present. Among 
those invited to be present were some of the 
most prominent negroes. 

The mecting was held last night at Concordia 
hall. 

Those present were men who had been 
identified with the anti-prohibition cause. One 
of the prominent antis said as he left the hall 
after the meeting that the meeting was made 
ap of “members of the executive committee of 
the anti-prohibition party and citizens in 
sympathy with that party.” 

There were a good crowd present, including 
many negroes. ' 

Among the prominent gentlemen present 
were Messrs. John B. Goodwin, Julus L. 
Browh, John Stephens, Jacob’ Haas, 
Adolph srandt, LL. DeGive; Walter 
Brown, Donald M. Bain, Fulton 
Colville, Harry Scott, W. A. Fuller, Frank L. 
Haralson, James F. O'Neill, John Lovette, 
August Dencke, J. S. Lester, Jack Harris, 
Patsy McNamara, Steve Postell, Peter Lynch, 
John A. Colvin, John McGuirk, Eugene 
Mitchell, W. T, Gentry, Clarence Moore, Dr. 
N. O. Harris, Captain Wellborn Bray, Captain 
Dock Moon and others. 

Among the well known negroes present 
were Bill Pledger, George Yorbrough, Smith 
Easley, Jackson McHenry, James Goodlett, 
J. F. Thompson, Rey. H. 8. Grant, Dr. R. VD. 
Badger and others. 

Hon. Adolph Brandt presided over the 
meeting, and.Mr. Clarence Moore’ acted as 
pocretary. 

On motion a committee of twelve, two from 
each ward, composed of eight white men and 
four negroes, was appointed to prepare busi- 
ness for the meeting. 

Captain John B. Goodwin. was made chair- 
man, of this committee, and it Was 
learned that among the members 
of it were Messrs. Jacob Haas and James 
F. O'Neill. Efforts were made to get the other 
members but they failed. 

This committee retired, and after a briet 
absence returned and reported a resolution. 

During the absence of the committee there 
were speeches by Messrs. Eugene Mitchell, 
Wellborn Bray. James I). Mayson and several 
colored men. Thc speeches were against the 
conservative ticket, arguing in favor of put- 
ting out a ticket to be called the people’s 

ticket, with men on it who will look to .\t- 
lanta’s good alone. They should be able men, 
the speakers argued, with no private schemes 
which they want to carry through. The 
speeches and tho references to a people’s ticket 
were warmly applauded. 

The committee then made the following re- 
port: 

Kesolved, That the chairman ofthis meeting ap- 
point a committee of ten from each ward, anda 
committee of ten from the city at large, to suggesta 
platform and suitable names for candidates for 
mayor, alderman and councilmen for the ensuing 
city election, and report their action to a mass meet 
ing of all citizens who are opposed totbe so-called 
conservative ticket; the committee to call such 
mass mecting at such time asa fitand suitable hall 
can be procured, full notice of which mass meeting 
¢hali be given to the public. 

The resolution was unanimously adopted, 
and Chairman Brandt was instructed to ap- 
point the committee ofseventy withip the next 
four days. 

Captain John B. Goodwin made a brief 
speech, inthe course of whick he expressed 
hone that all classes of the people would be 
represented in the mass meeting soon to be 
held. He said also that a good ticket would be 
put in tlie field, which would carry the elec- 
tion by fifteen hundred majority. His re- 
marks were enthusiastically applauded. 

Agnear ascould be estimated there were 
about fifty colored men in the meeting and 
they were in sympathy with the proceedings. 

Tie meeting was harmonious and at times 
enthusiastic. 

Good order and good hrmor prevailed and 
the body adjourned about half past 10 o’clock, 
after being in session a couple of hours.

A CAREFUL SUICIDE, 


He Keeps the Blood from Staining the Floor 
of His Room, 


NASHVILLE, Tenn.. October 15.—[Special.}— 
A terrible and remarkable suicide developed 
tonigh when the clerk of the Central hotel 
broke in the door of room, No, 6, and found 
the body of H. T. Hill stretched upor the 
floor Jiill was a well known piano tuner and 
an [englishmau who came here just after the 
war, and has lately been traveling for a music 
house here. Sunday night he came to tie 
hotel. This morning when the _ boy 
carried water to his room, Hill was 
walking the floor. He told the boy he was 
sick, and not tohave him disturbed. Tonight, 
when he could not be roused,the door was 
broken open and he was found iying on the 
floor, his feet under the bed and a quilt spread 
out under him. By his side was the slop 
bucket one-third full of blood -and the clotted 
razor. Across his.throat was a deadly gash. 
There was scarcely a drop of blood on the 
quilt or elsewhere outside the bucket. Two 
einpty morphine papers were close by. The 
motive of his crime is unknown. Tle 
was only ten doilars behind with his house. 
Sunday night he called on his sister, Mrs. 
Newsome, and when leaving kissed her and 
6aid she would never see him again.

~_ RATLROAD LINES. 


VERWS AND GOSSIP AROUT THE TIE 
AND RAIL. 


The Froposed Lease of the East Tennessce 
Awaits a Ratification by the Stockholders 
—Southern Bailroads—Brief Mention. — 


The proposed leasing of the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia, by the Richmond and 
Dat ville system is still an interesting source 
pf gussip in railroad circles. 

The rumor that the same system will secure 
sontrol and begin operating the Georgia Pa- 
sific on January 1, 1889, has floated down from 
New York. This was the talk on Wall strect 
pn Friday, but no detinite move that has been 
made toward its consummation has been given 
so the press. 

' Of the present status of the East Tennessee 
jease it is stated on the authority of well- 
posted railroad men, who are known to have» 
an inside pul!, that the details have been per- 
fectéd, and the only move which is now neces- 
gary to put itimforceis a ratification of the 
terms of the lease by the directors of the East 


Tennessee. 
There has been aconfusion of doubts as to the 
ime of their meeting, which probably resuited 
a call of the executive committee to con- 
er in regard tothe Richmond and Danville’s 

roposition. 
1¢ East Tennessee directors will meet in 
Knoxville, Tennessee, on Thursday next, tho 
18th instant, and the proposition of the Rich- 
* mond and Danville management will be acted 

hpon at that time. 

There are various opinions asto tho signifi- 
rance of the move, particularly as to the pur- 

se of the proposed steamer line from Savan- 

ah and the building of an independent line 
from Eastman, Ga., to that port. 

The ways of railroads and their managers 
are often mysterious, and not until actual re- 
pults are apparent is ‘it possible to say, with 
certainty, what the railroads will do. 

But this same uncertainty gives a most in- 
viting Opportuuity to rumor, and it is made 
the most of. 

The South's Railroad Building. 


The croakers who have predicted so often 
that the south wasover doing the demands for rail 
road building, are still croaking, But the steel rails 
are going down upon tlie ties on a dozen new road: 
gud surveyors are mapping outstill other routes 
that will inturn be laid with tie and rail, And 
the business of all the southern roads, 
and their earnings must be the principal induce- 
ment for these expensive and permanent Invest- 
ments of capital. The demarid for transportation 
facilities and the policy of occupying new territory 
Gor future business, is of course a factor in the bulid- 
ing and equipment of new railroads. But the lucra- 
tive returns {rom the money at present invested in 
southern roads is, after all, the great inducement, 
for capital to stilffurther build up ibe railroad sys- 
tem of the south. 

An Important Meeting. 

An important meeting of the high officials 
of the Louisvilleand . Nashville and the Queen and 
Crescent will beheld in St. Louis today, at which 
the Louisville and Nashville will be represented by 
First Vice-Presigent M. H. Smith, andthe Queen 
and Crescent by President Schiff! ‘The object of 
the meeting is not definitely known, though it is 

upposed that the differences about freight rates 
bers een the two roads will be settled, 
A New Bridge. 


The contract is soun to be let for a new 
bridge across the Mississippi river at St. Louis, 
about two miles nmorthof the presentbridge. The 
length of the bridge proper will be 2,425 feet, each 
of the three spans being 522 feet long, and the ap 
proaches cach 425 tect; and the cost is expected to 
reach $1,000,000, 

TOS Cincinnati. 

On Saturday next the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St, Louis read will run aspecial train for 
Cincinnati travel, with arate of $ forthe round 
trip. With local rates of fare trom Atlanta to Chat- 
tanooga this will make a low rate to Cincinnati, but 
itis possible that the interested roads out of this 
eity may agree to givesa iowerrate for the round 
trip to Chattanooga, and give everybody an oppor- 
tunity to visitthe Ciccinnati exposition for little 
money. The exposition will close on the 28th, and 
this will probably be the last low rate chance of tle 
season, 


Increasing Every Day. 

All thé roads running into Atlanta and her 
territory report an increasing business, This is 
gratifying news, especially after two or three 
months of the light travel and light freight traflic 
that resulted &om the yellow fever epidemic and 
the paralyzing quarantine. In the revivalof busi- 
mess that is comuig tothe railroads everyone wiil 
feel interested, tor the business of the railroadsis a 
gure index tg the conditign of general trade every- 
where, except when rate wars are on, and the south 
bas few of these. 

The Woodward Ordinance. 

No amendments were made to the Wood- | 
ward ordinance at yesterday's meeting of the coun- | 
cil. The ordinance was not referred to in any way, 
and it bids fair to go into operation as an expert- 
ment. Its object certainly entitles it to a fair trial, 
as anything or everything that will solve the switch- 
ing problem in Atlauta is to be regarded as & public 
benelaction.

RAILROAD LINES. 


VrWS AND GOSSIP ABOUT THE TIE 
AND RAIL. 


The Proposed Lease of the East Tennessee 
Awaits a Ratification by the Stockholders 
Southern Kailroads—Brief Mention. 


The proposed leasing of the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia, by the Richmond and 
Dat ville system is still an interesting source 
of gossip in railroad circles. 

The rumor that the same system will secure 
sontrol and begin operating the Georgia Pa- 
sific on January 1, 1889, has floated down from 
New York. This was the talk on Wall street 
on Friday, but no definite move that has been 
made toward its consummation has been given 
to the press. 

Of the present status of the East Tennessee 
lease it is stated on the authority of well- 
posted railroad men, who are known to have 
an inside pul!, that the details have been per- 
fected, and the only move which is now neces- 
sary to put itin force is a ratification of the 
terms of the lease by the directors of the East 
Tennessee. 

There has been aconfusion of doubts as to the 
time of their meeting, which probably resuited 
from a call of the executive committee to con- 
Jer in regard tothe Richmond and Danvyille’s 
proposition. 

The East Tennessee directors will meet in 
Knoxville, Tennessee, on Thursday next, the 
Jsth instant, and the proposition of the Rich- 


mond and Danville management will be acted | 


upon at that time. 

There are various opinions asto tho signifi- 
rance of the move, particularly as to the pur- 
pose of the proposed steamer line from Savan- 
nah and the building of an independent line 
from Eastman, Ga., to that port. 

The ways of railroads and their managers 
are often inysterious, and not until actual re- 
pults are apparent is ‘it possible to say, with 
certainty, what the railroads will do. 

But this same uncertainty gives a most in- 
viting Opportunity to rumor, and it is made 
the most of. 

The South's Railroad Building. 

The croakers who have predicted so often 
that the south was over doing the demands for rail- 
road building, are etill croaking. But the steel rails 
are going down upon tlie ties on a dozen new roads 
gudsurveyors are mapping out still other routes 
that will inturn be laid with tie and rail, And 
the business of all the southern roads, 
and their earnings must be the principal induce- 
ment for these expensive and permanent lnvest- 
ments of capital. The demand for transportation 
facilities and the policy of occupying new territory 
for future business, is of course a factor in the buiid- 
jug and equipment of new railroads, But the lucra- 
tive returns from the money at present invested in 
southern roads is, after all, the great inuucement 
for capital to still further build up ihe railroad sys- 
tem of the south, 

An Important Meeting. 

An important meeting of the high officials 
of the Louisville and Nashville and the Queen and 
Crescent willbeheidin St. Louis today, at which 
the Louisville and Nashville will be represented by 
First Vice-President M. H. Smith, andthe Queen 
and Crescent by President Schiff The object of 
the meeting is not. definitely known, though it is 
upposed that the differences about ircight rates 

etween the two roads will be settled. 

A New Bridge. 

Theo contract is soon to be let for a new 
bridge across the Mississippi river at St. Louis, 
about two miles northof the present bridge. The 
length of the bridge proper will be 2,425 feet, each 
of the three spans being 522 fect long, and the ap- 
proaches cach 425 fect; and the cost is expected to 
reach $1,500,000. 

To Cincinnati. 

On Saturday next the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis rcad will run a special train for 
Cincinnati travel, with arate of $% forthe round 
trip. With local rates of fare trom Atlanta to Chat- 
tanooga this will make a low rate to Cincinnati, but 
itis possible that the interested roads out of this 
eity muy agree to givea lowerrate fur the round 
trip to Chattanooga, and give everybody an oppor- 
tunity to visitthe Ci.cinnati exposition for little 
money. The exposition will close on the 28th, and 
this will probably be the last low rate chance of the 
season, 

Increasing Every Day. 

All the roads running into Atlanta and her 
territory report an increasing business, This is 
gratifying news, especially after two or three 
months of the light travel and light freight traflic 
thet resulted om the yellow fever epidemic and 
the paralyzing quarantine, In the revivalof busi- 
ness that is coming to the railroads everyone will 
feel interested, for the business of the railroadsis a 
sure index tg the conditign of general trade evecry- 
where, except when rate wars are on, and the south 
bas few of these. 

The Woodward Ordinance. 

No amendments were made to the Wood- 
ward ordinance at yesterday's meeting of the coun- 
cil, The ordinance was not referred toin any way, 
and it bids fair to go into operation as an experi- 
ment. Its object certainly entitles it to a fair trial, 
as anything or everything that will solve the switch- 
ing problem in Atlauta is to be regarded as a public 
benelaction.

OF THE STATE DEBT TO BE FUNDED 
IN 1890. 


The Coming Legisiature Will Have to Pro- 
vide fer It-—Treasurer Hardeman Says 
2% Per Cent Bonds Will Float. 


“Tf the legislature will pursue that policy, in 
my judgment, the state of Georgia will fund 
the next issue of $2,098,000 of her bonds in 
1890 at 3) per cent interest and sell them at a 
premium.” 

What makes you think so?”’ 

“For the reasons given in my report,” said 
Treasurer Hardeman. 

The @olicy suggested by the treasurer is 
given in the following extract from his annual 
report just completed for the ‘report year’ end- 


ing September 20th,1505: 

I beg leave to cali your attention to the fact that 
on October lst, 1890, the bonds issued under an act 
approved September, 1870, amounting to two 
million and uinety-e! ght thourand dollars, mature, 
audit will be the duty of the gener: sl asset ably 
which convenes in Novemberto provide the means 
for paymen tors same. 1 presume the method which 
the general assembly will adopt will be one of 
funding by the isstuanae of bonds. 

Without presuining to direct the general assembly 
in the manner ly which these bonds are to be Is- 
sued and the time at which they are to mature, and 
the rate per Cent hie h they are to bear, I would 
buggest toat your excellency call the attention of 
the gencral assembly tothe tact that had it not 
be en compulsory upon your exceilency to make the 
last issue of bonds tall due in series of one hundred 
co gy hp s each year, beginning with the 

r 1SUS, we could have pl: ced the bonds bearing 
a e ich lower rate ot interest than four and one- 
bail per cent per annum, 

Our state u reli iy s'ands with the highest in com- 
mereciul cireles, and if New York and other states, 

with their large iudebteJness, can place their bonds 
be ring only tiree and one-h: alf per cent, no good 
reason can be given why Georgia cannot do the 

same, provided wise and safe financial measures be 
ud. ypted by the genera! assembly In their gcts au- 
thorizing bonds to be issued. 

The investment in bonus, isthe “Guarantee De- 
posit Company”’ of inves ors, and when good bonds 
cay be had, purchasers aie easil y found and at rates 
of Jnterest surprisingly low; but the strength of a 
boud, Commercially speaking is ‘its life ’’’ theretore 
to obiain the @ivautage of low rates of ipterest, 
bonds must be of long dates. 

Pnese conditions governing the price of bonds 
being known, an d having in view the interest of 
the tax- “paper: of Georgia, I respectiully suggest that 
in your message to the general ast sembly, you u should 
lmupress upon them the necessity of making the 
*-lite’”’ of the next issue of bonds as long as the inan- 
cial policy of the state, as outlined by the last gen- 
ial assembly, will admit. 

Keferring to the constitutional provision for 
the raisi ing of $100,000 annually for a sinking 
fund, which, for the years 1587 and 1883 and 15 a 
to 1915, w hich the legislature had already ap- 
plied to the payment of certain series of bonds, 
the treasurer suggests ‘“‘that the sinking fund 
Which they are required to provide for the 
years 1389 and 1860 bo not applied to pay any 
portion of the bonds maturing October Ist, 
1s. 

My reasons for this suggestion are based, in my 
judgment, upon safe financial and economic 
grounds. The object of the ‘‘sinking fund” is to 

‘pay olf and retire the public deot,’’ in order to 
avoid, as much as practicable, the taxing of the 
people for the support of the government; therefore, 
when itis within the power sfthe government to 
reduce the debt, it should be the pleasure of those 
in charge of affairs to do all in their power 
to accomplish if. We have maturing on 
January Ist, 1#92, £307,500, and on Janvary 
Ist, 1816, $543,000 of seven per cent. bonds; 
making cig yht huudred and forty nine thousand, 
five hundred dollars, or about one-tenth of our en- 
tire state debt; thesinking fund of 1889, 1890 and 
1891, willretire the bonds maturing January Ist, 
1892, and the fund of 1892, 1893, $44,1895 and 15896, 
will retire those maturing in 1896, Iftgis policy is 
adopted, the sinking fund to be raised by taxation 
each year will be immediately applied from Janu- 
ary ist, 1889, to January Ist, 1916, to the retire ment 
of fen bonds of th e state as they mature, aud by this 
means avoid the accumulation of a larg refund in 
your treasury, where it will be useless to the state. 

The treasurer reports on hand bonds deposi- 
ted by insurance companies, $1,175,000 against 
$1,125,000 last year.
